Eighteen men went on 
at 7 this morning, fourteen going Ijito 
the north heading and four into the 
south heading 
About 10 o'clock the 


latter were, sensible of a shock aiid a few 
mluutei later the mine boss cime and 
told them something hud happened and 
they should git out as goou as they 
could. 


When the party reached the foot of 


the shaft they were nearly overcome by 
gas and were hurriedly taken up in the 
cage 
Assistance was immediately sum- 


moned arid us tbe work of rescue pro- 
ceeded it was discovered that the shock 
In the north heading was so lerriflo th it 
Eomu of the bodies wero mutilated almost 
beyond recognition 


Nearly all tho bodies have btcu 


coveied.

When they came to the shaft 


they run Into a body of gas and knew 
there had been an explosion » Ihelr tlrst 
effort was to put up some brattices blown 
oil bv the explosion, hoping this mig'it 
have the r fleet of turning the air current 
to their comrades In the other pails of 
the mine. 


Before accomplishing much tluy were 


overcome by the gas and had to be tuk n 
up lu the cage, one being In a very se- 
rious condition himself. 


The shaft was nearly dOO feet deep and 


for some time there have been traces of 
gas in the chambers and precautionary 
measures were observed to avoid disas- 
ter. The mine Is In the early stages ol 
development and for that reason only 17 
men were at work at the time of the 
explosion
